Washington.—Tho formation of n 
court of international justice will com­ 
plete tin* protease* provided by the 
covenant of the League of Nations for 
preventing war. 
T h e s e processes are: 
(I) Through diplomacy. 
(2) By means 
of arhlt rut ion ; that is to say, submit 
stun of the controversy to tin* court of 
international Justice. 
(.*{) Through the 
council of the 
League of Nations, 
which may, if it desires, refer the con­ 
troversy to the assembly of the league. 
Leading opponents of the League of 
Nations In the United States say they 
are opposed to the court of interna­ 
tional Justice on (lie ground that ll is 
to he a part of the machinery of the 
League o f'Nations. 
T il e I tilted States, 
not being a m e m b e r of the league, will 
not have anything to say about wheth­ 
er the plan for the court shall he ap­ 
proved or not. 
This of itself Is an In­ 
teresting circiimstniiee in view of fin* 
fart that the court is to a large extent 
the product of the mind of an Ameri­ 
can. former Secretary of State Hoot. 
International lawyers look upon the 
court 
of International Justice as a 
"first aid" In the general scheme of 
Hie League of Nations covenant for 
preventing war. 
Tile Initial effort to 
settle controversies bet ween nations f m, 
of course, always made through diplo­ 
matic channels. 
The diplomatic ex­ 
changes of -Inly, IIH I. are a good Il­ 
lustration of un attem pt to prevent 
war through tills method, and of the 
failure of the method. 
Report to W ar Delayed, at Least. 
Under article 12 of the league cov­ 
enant, members of the league, in case 
there should arise between them any 
dispute likely to lend to a rupture, may 
submit the m atter either to the court 
of International Justice (providing the 
court would have jurisdiction) or to 
Inquiry by the council of the league. 
No m atter whether the dispute shall 
tic submitted to the court or to the 
council, the 
parties to the dispute 
agree that In no ease will they re­ 
sort to war until three months nfter 
tin* award of the court of the report 
of the council. 
This provision of the 
league covenant Is looked upon as the 
surest preventive of war provided by 
tile covenant. There would lie months 
of delay while the dispute was being 
presented to the court of International 
Justice or to tile council, and then a f­ 
ter the court or the council had made 
Its decision tin* parties to the dispute 
would he hound to keep the pence for 
three additional months. 
The theory 
of this provision is that after walling 
so long ii time the war fever would 
wear off. 
If such a League of Nations as now 
exists had been In operation In July, 
1014, the I s s u e s which led to that war. 
following the failure by diplomacy to 
maintain pean*, would have been sub­ 
mitted to the court of International 
justice »»r to the council of tin* league. 
In either case there would have re­ 
sulted a delay of from six to nine 
months. 
At the end of that time <!«*r- 
many. which was the aggressor, would 
have accepted the decision of fig 
court, or the decision of the council, 
or th** decision of the assembly, In case 
the Issues had gone to the assembly, 
or would have become an outlaw na­ 
tion. 
Its Bearing on Article Ten. 
International lawyers nay that the 
Boot court of international Justice will 


h a v e an Important hearing on article 
It* of the league covenant. Tills is the 
article which provides that the mem­ 
bers of the league shall undertake to 
"respect and preserve as against ex 
ternn! aggression tho territorial Integ­ 
rity and existing political independence 
of till members of tin* league." 
The 


a r t i c l e further provides that "in case 
of any such aggression or Iii c a s e of 
any threat or danger of such aggres­ 
sion the council shall 
advise upon 
tile means by which the obligation 
shall he fulfilled." 
It Is pointed out that the court of 
international Justice would have Juris­ 
diction over questions relating to ter­ 
ritorial Integrity and that tin* council 
would undoubtedly advise that, as a 
llrst step, such controversies be re­ 
ferred to tho court. 
The plan for the court of Interna­ 
tional Justice drawn up by the com­ 
mittee of jurists which recently fin­ 
ished a session of two months at The 
Hague has been sent to the 30 mem­ 
bers of the league. 
The question of 
approving the plan will come up at the 
first meeting of the league members 
In Geneva in November. 
The Infor­ 
mation from abroad indicates 
tltat 
there is hut little opposition to the 
court plan. and it Is believed It will 
be almost unanimously approved.
